Council Resolution Commends 
Giese on Twenty-Year Service

Although it was not on the agenda, the Greenbelt city 
council's tribute to James K. Giese, who marks his 20th 
yeas as city manager on December 17, turned out to be 
the centerpiece of the council’s meeting on December 6. 
Each member of council praised Giese for some particular 
quality or some example of his competence. 
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James K. Giese: 

A City Manager’s City Manager

After 20 years on the job , GreenbeWs city manager 
has become so familiar a figure ivith so steady a reputation 
that his role in the life of our community is all but taken 
for granted by the citizens . To get a fresh look at who 
this man is and how he works , the News Review has gone 
outside the city government — chiefly to others in his pro¬ 
fession — for their comments , 

We found his colleagues eager to be interviewed . “// 
you're doing something nice about Jim Giese," said the 
secretary to one administrator , when asked for an inter¬ 
view appointment, “I know he'll want to participate " An¬ 
other colleague paused in the middle of a telephone inter¬ 
view to tell us: “I can't say enough about the guy . He's 
super!" 


It is appropriate that Green¬ 
belt, with the first council-man¬ 
ager form of government in the 
State of Maryland (1937), to¬ 
day has as its own the dean of 
city managers within the state. 
This week James K. Giese cele¬ 
brates the completion of 20 
years of service to the City of 
Greenbelt. He began work on 
December 17, 1962, coming here 
from Western Springs, Illinois, 
where he had been acting village 
manager. 

No other Maryland city can 
boast of keeping her manager so 
long. 

“It is very rare for a city 
manager to maintain his com¬ 
mitment over that period of 
time,” says Walter Scheiber, Ex¬ 
ecutive Director for the Wash¬ 
ington Area Council of Govern¬ 
ments (COG). Scheiber took 
Giese under his wing in 1962, of¬ 
fering advice on how to get a- 
long in the Washington area. 
“Jim knew his first manager’s 
job was going to be challeng¬ 
ing,” says Scheiber, “Greenbelt 
is a very alive community with 
a high degree of interest in city 
affairs.” Scheiber was city man¬ 
ager for Rockville at the time. 
“It is traditional for a manager 
to move from city to city. That 
Jim can enjoy Greenbelt and love 
it and derive satisfaction from it 
to the extent that he would stay 
there this long says something 
about Greenbelt and about Jim,” 
suggests Scheiber. 

Leadership in the 60*s 

Shortly after arriving in 
Greenbelt, Giese joined the Ma¬ 
ryland City Management Asso¬ 
ciation and, recalls Scheiber, who 
was then president: “that Jim 
was elected president two years 
later was a clear indication of 
the impact he had on his peers 
in a short time.” Greenbelt join¬ 
ed COG in 1967 and Giese be¬ 
came active on a region-wide 
basis. “Again,” says Scheiber, 
“within a couple of years he was 
elected chairman of the Chief 
Administrative Officers Commit¬ 
tee of the 16 member govern¬ 
ments. There, too, respect for his 
competence and affirmative feel¬ 
ing for the way he conducted 
himself brought him to the fore 
very quickly.” 

Giese served for the year 1965- 


66 as president of the City and 
Town Administrators Depart¬ 
ment of the Maryland Municipal 
League and then for the follow¬ 
ing year as an ex officio member 
of the league’s executive com¬ 
mittee. 

He remained active during the 
70 ? s, but in a different role — 
that of participating member. 
“That is to his credit,” says 
Dennis Piendak, now city ad¬ 
ministrator for Cumberland (the 
first). Piendak worked nine 
years under Giese before leaving 
just a year ago, “Jim can let 
other people have the prestige of 
being president—myself, for in¬ 
stance. I was president of the 
state association while I was at 
Greenbelt. Unselfishness is char¬ 
acteristic of him.” 

From 1972 to ’74 Giese worked 
on committees within the Inter¬ 
national City Management Asso¬ 
ciation (ICMA), shaping policy 
issues on, for example, growth 
and the environment and revenue 
sharing. In 1978 he participated 
in planning the substantive ses¬ 
sions of the annual conference 
for ICMA’s 3000 members. 

One of his most important ac¬ 
complishments during those 
years was to help implement a 
self-study program under ICMA 
in which each individual evalu¬ 
ates his personal and protes- 
sional needs and establishes and 
carries out a five-year develop¬ 
ment plan. 

A member of the first gradua¬ 
ting class of ICMA’s Academy 
of Professional Development, he 
had not only helped develop the 
program, but used it to refine his 
own skills. Later he was chair¬ 
man of the committee overseeing 
the program in Maryland. 

“Today there are tremendous 
changes taking place,” says 
Scheiber. Managers need to keep 
current “if they’re going to do 
their job for the city and for 
themselves because there are 
fewer resources available to ci¬ 
ties today and technology i's 
changing at a rapid pace.” 

“Jim wants high quality man¬ 
agement in all cities throughout 
the United States,” was the first 
statement Charles Moore, Bowie 
city manager, made when asked 
about Giese. 


Study Groups 

At the county level Giese “is 
good at spotting problems com¬ 
ing along, alerting the rest of us 
and making sure we respond,” 
says Moore. “He usually gets 
to be spokesman for us if it is 
necessary to appear before some 
governmental agency.” 

Giese’s name is synonymous 
with work in the county on the 
“tax differential.” In 1973, re¬ 
lates John Brunner, New Car¬ 
rollton administrator, Giese was 
invited by the county executive 
to represent municipal govern¬ 
ments on a special task force of 
county officials to look for an 
equitable solution to this problem 
of double taxation. Over the 
past dozen years, “the nuts and 
bolts of the work,” Brunner con¬ 
tinues, “ has been done by Giese 
and his staff — putting all the 
figures together, compiling and 
analyzing data.” 

Similarly, according to Pien¬ 
dak, Giese was the only munici¬ 
pal staff person invited to par¬ 
ticipate in a task force to iron 
out differences between the coun¬ 
ty’s paid fire department and its 
volunteer system. 

Sharing 

“There is only one manager in 
any city and not every city has 
one,” says Sanford Daily, Gai¬ 
thersburg city manager. “It is 
natural that managers need to 
talk and share with each other.” 
Says Moore, “He’s the first per¬ 
son I turn to, I believe many 
others do also.” What is helpful, 
Moore adds, is Giese’s ability to 
“think through and talk out prob¬ 
lems. He gives very, very good 
advice.” 

According to Moore, Giese is 
looking at a reference service 
that a group of small munici¬ 
palities could purchase jointly. 
It is something that any single 
government would use only occa¬ 
sionally, Moore says, and thus 
couldn’t justify the expense sole¬ 
ly for itself. 

“While there are 28 munici¬ 
palities in Prince Georges Coun¬ 
ty, a few of us work more close¬ 
ly than does the entire group,” 
says Leon Shore, College Park 
administrator. Size of city and 
proximity are key factors, he 
says. 

“Most managers tend to share, 
both at the local level and na¬ 
tionwide,” agrees Daily. “How¬ 
ever, the closer you are, the more 
the tendency to talk together and 
share experiences. 

College Park and Greenbelt 
shared a landfill in the early 70’s. 
When the two managers worked 
out the original agreement, says 
Shore, he found Giese to be “very 
fair in negotiations. He was wil¬ 
ling to arrive at what we both 
considered a fair conclusion.” 
Since then Giese and Shore have 
borrowed each other’s specialized 
public works equipment from 
time to time. 

Giese has organized over the 
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Mayor Gil Weidenfeld spoke of 
Giese’s expertise and the consist¬ 
ently good advice and guidance 
he gives the council. He noted 
that Giese’s abilities are recog¬ 
nized throughout county and 
state legislative circles as well 
as here in Greenbelt. Councilman 
Thomas X. White emphasized 
Giese’s expertise in budget mat¬ 
ters. Councilman Richard Pilski 
judged Giese’s greatest attribute 
to be his ability to work with a 
wide variety of different person¬ 
alities on council “in his own 
quiet way.” Councilman Edward 
V. J. Putens characterized Gie¬ 
se’s advice as always “fair and 
equitable.” 

Giese, incurably modest, at¬ 
tributed his successful 20 years 
in the job to good support from 
citizens and the councils. But 
Weidenfeld had the last word 
when he concluded that the city 
manager has had such good sup¬ 
port because he earned it. With 
that, the council passed a reso¬ 
lution honoring Giese. 

W T hat turned out to be a touch¬ 
ing tribute had, at the beginning 
of the meeting, started out as 
farce. Through some misunder¬ 
standing of his instructions, the 
News Review photographer, who 
was to pretend to be taking pic¬ 
tures of the new mayor and may¬ 
or pro tem while surreptitiously 
snapping a few pictures of Giese, 
spent song minutes taking pic¬ 
tures of Giese from every 
conceivable angle and com¬ 
pletely ignoring council. The 
council members, who had obvi¬ 
ously not been briefed either, be¬ 
came more and more perplexed 
as they attempted to conduct 
business above the sound of the 
snapping shutter. Finally the 
whole scene dissolved in hilarity 
as the photography session end¬ 
ed. But by that time Giese, as 
he later acknowledged, knew that 
this was not to be, for him, just 
another council meeting. 

Other matters dealt with by 
the council included the appoint¬ 
ment of Richard Pilski as mayor 
pro tem, a post vacated when 
Weidenfeld succeeded to the 
mayoralty upon County Coun¬ 
cilman Richard J. Castaldi’s res¬ 
ignation as mayor. 

Hugh D. Jascourt was reap¬ 
pointed as a member of the Em¬ 
ployee Relations Board. Robert 
J, O’Neill, whose term on that 
board had also expired, has ap¬ 
parently moved from the city. 
That vacancy will therefore he 
filled when vacancies on other 
advisory boards are filled. 

Council also detailed proce¬ 
dures for filling the council va¬ 
cancy created by Castaldi’s resig¬ 
nation. A public hearing will be 
held on January 4 at which can¬ 
didates and their supporters will 
be given an opportunity to speak. 
Candidates will be allotted five 
minutes in which to speak and 
supporters will be allowed three 
minutes. Council urged that can¬ 
didates submit resumes prior to 
the hearing. In order to accom¬ 
modate any persons who might 
be unable to attend the public 
hearing, the record will be held 
open for 48 hours after the hear¬ 
ing so that all interested persons 
can present their candidacies for 
the vacancy. (As of Tuesday, 
Dec. 14, only one resume, for 
Ron Ott, had been received by 
the city.) 


State Legislators Hold 
Open Meeting in City 

In preparation for the upcom¬ 
ing session of the Maryland 
General Assembly, Senator-Elect 
Leo E. Green and Delegates Ge¬ 
rard F. Devlin, Joan Pitkin and 
Charles “Buzz” Ryan are invit¬ 
ing citizens to an open door 
meeting Saturday, December 18, 
from 10 a.m. to 12 noon in the 
Council Room of the Greenbelt 
Municipal Building. 

Green hopes that constituents 
having suggestions for possible 
legislation (either the enactment 
of new laws or the repeal of ex¬ 
isting laws) will take this op¬ 
portunity to express their views. 

The General Assembly con¬ 
venes in Annapolis on January 
12 .

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Ventilation Needed Wants Flat Paved Area 

For Roller Skate Hockey 


To the Editor: 

As the rehabilitation program 
approaches completion, the brick 
homes (of GHI) are notable for 
two reasons. First, they have re¬ 
ceived the least amount of re¬ 
habilitation. Second, they still 
require critical work to assure 
their future structural integrity. 
This unfinished work is the ade¬ 
quate ventilation of the brick 
home attics. To quote New Shel¬ 
ter (Nov./Dec., 1982) page 27; 

“In reality, insulation ventila¬ 
tion is all too often thoroughly 
botched. I've seen many attics 
that, in winter months, have a 
continuous layer of frost across 
the underside of the entire roof, 
and icicles hanging from the pro - 
trading roofing nails. This condi 
tion is often caused by a mis¬ 
guided attempt to keep the attic 
warmer by blocking off the roof 
vents. Blocking the supply of* 
dry, outside air, and before long, 
moisture starts building up: bad 
news for two major reasons. 
First, wet insulation has a much 
lower R-value than dry insula 
tion, so fuel use actually in 
creases. Second, moisture-laden 
insulation takes weeks or even 
months to dry out, and in the 
meantime, wood-destroying fungi 
and bacteria have a field day.” 

The article also gives an ex¬ 
ample showing how fast the 
damage can occur: 

“Let me tell you about a house 
purchased by my partner in our 
consulting firm: The house was 
a modest ranch type, built only 
15 years ago. But 10 years ago, 
the previous owner ‘improved’ 
the insulation by stuffing batts 
of fiberglass into the overhang¬ 
ing eaves, blocking the airflow 
from the soffit vents. My partner 
had hoped to reshingle the exist¬ 
ing roof as part of his remodel¬ 
ing, but when he started the job, 
whole sections of the roof felt 
downright spongy. He ripped off 
some of the old shingles to see 
what was going on, and found 
that much of the original roof 
deck was rotting through. In 
just 10 years, the damage had 
become irreversible, requiring 
that the entire roof be stripped, 
and large sections of decking re¬ 
placed. Had the ventilation prob¬ 
lem , gone on much longer, the 
roof framing might have begun 
to rot, requiring a complete roof 
rebuilding.” 

The brick homes that have had 
their attics insulated and their 
windows replaced are already 
showing the early sign^ • f attic 
dampness. 

Some individuals may claim 
that either no problem exists or 
is minimal or that the insulation 
and windows should never have 
been installed. Such arguments 
prove only those individuals lack 
even rudimentary competence in 
these matters. 

Every brick home is at poten-

tial risk. Even when present oc¬ 
cupants generate very little 
moisture, there is no assurance 
that future occupants will also 
do so. Thus every home must be 
adequately ventilated. 

There is only one method of 
ventilating the brick attics: 
through each of their roofs indi¬ 
vidually. Any other method is ei¬ 
ther insufficient or in gross vio¬ 
lation of modern fire codes. Some 
members may argue that the 
slate roofs are sacred and should 
not be penetrated. I would point 
out that without this preventive 
work their sacred cow is likely 
to go belly up—that-is, complete 
roof replacement and structural 
rebuilding will be needed. 

As with many rehab items, 
demonstration cases were first 
done to convince a skeptical 
membership. I offer my house as 
a demonstration unit for venti¬ 
lation.

years a number of learning ses¬ 
sions for area managers. “He 
will provide a good resource lea¬ 
der, arrange a luncheon and then 
set a fee to cover the costs. These 
sessions," says Moore, “help as¬ 
sure that we all keep up with 
new information.’' 

“This summer he was arrang¬ 
ing for supervisory training for 
first line public works supervis¬ 
ors," adds Daily. 

Farm System 

“Jim has had his impact on 
the profession as a whole by the 
way he has tutored individuals 
aspiring to be city managers," 
says Brunner. 

“We all have a desire to help, 
to create a farm system to pro¬ 
mote good city management. 
Large cities have greater oppor¬ 
tunity to do this," Piendak ex¬ 
plains, “but Jim, with the lesser 
resources of a small city, always 
has managed to carry through 
on this goal." 

“He had a tremendous impact 
on my career," says Piendak. “I 
wouldn't be here (as administra¬ 
tors for Cumberland), if it 
weren't for Jim, He has been 
counselor, mentor and advisor; I 
could talk with him whenever I 
needed. When he felt I was 
ready to move on, he encouraged 
me to do so." 

“I didn't know much about him 
when I came to Greenbelt," ad¬ 
mits Michael McLaughlin, his 
current aide. At first he found 
himself “amazed by the esteem 
Giese is held in by city managers 
in the area. But after working 
with him," explains McLaughlin, 
“I can see how he obtained that 
reputation." What he admires 
most is Giese's “great ability for 
grasping and understanding all 
the variables or possilbe out¬ 
comes of taking a certain posi¬ 
tion," 

“His interest, sensitivity, en- 
thusiam for the work, I find sur¬ 
prising," says McLaughlin, “No, 
not surprising, inspiring. I feel 
very lucky." 

“We were talking recently and 
I asked him: After so many 
years on the job, ‘has the chal¬ 
lenge gone out of it?' He re¬ 
plied, ‘No’” 

“One day is not like the rest. 
Every day is different," Shore 
explains the appeal of being a 
city manager. 

Role Model 

It is logical that Greenbelt 
with the state's first council- 
manager form of government 
should be looked to for guidance 
by other municipalities in Mary¬ 
land that are thinking of adopt¬ 
ing that form. But according to 
Brunner, it is more than that. It 
is Giese who has made Greenbelt 


the model. There is always some 
controversy, he suggests, as to 
exactly what is the best form 
(New Carrollton's government is 
somewhat different from Green- 
belt's). But Giese, he says, “has 
established Greenbelt’s as a 
workable, credible form. As a 
result, many more municipalities 
in Prince Georges County and 
around the State are looking to¬ 
ward that form of government 
or at least toward having profes¬ 
sional administrators,” 

Scheiber finds that the form is 
not so important. “The single 
constant that makes good gov¬ 
ernment is professionalism," he 
states, “I have never been as 
aware of it as I have been this 
past year as I traveled around 
the country as president of IC- 
MA.” 

“Jim is the thorough profes¬ 
sional, the complete profession¬ 
al," says Scheiber. “He is uni¬ 
versally admired by the mana¬ 
gers that know him." 

“There were five managers in 
Maryland in 1960 when I became 
president of the state association, 
now there are 25,” says Scheiber. 
He finds that increase “largely 
traceable to Jim's performance 
and the quality that he brings to 
city government." 

“Jim's biggest mark on muni¬ 
cipal government in this county 
is as an outstanding city mana¬ 
ger,” says Brunner in agreement. 

A Professional 

The qualities of a good city 
manager are the qualities that 
Giese possesses, say his colleag¬ 
ues. A city manager is profes¬ 
sional; trains the next genera¬ 
tion of managers; participates in 
professional societies, but not to 
the detriment of his city; keeps 
a low profile, seldom accepting 
credit for himself; shares infor¬ 
mation and resources and dis¬ 
cusses mutual problems with 
neighboring managers. 

A manager operates in an ar¬ 
ena where the only stars are 
the members of council. While 
serving on the city council for 
10 years, Charles Schwan, now T 
retired, would speak frequently 
and unabashedly of the high cal¬ 
iber of Greenbelt's city council, 
but always qualified the state¬ 
ment by adding, “It is Giese and 
his staff that make us look 
good." 

“The degree to which a coun¬ 
cil makes sound decisions is bas¬ 
ed in part on research and back¬ 
ground materials presented to it 
by the manager. But," says 
Scheiber, “it is the way those 
materials and facts are present¬ 
ed and the quality of the mana¬ 
ger's recommendations that con¬ 
tribute most to the ease of deci¬ 
sion making and the quality of

those decisions. In my judg¬ 
ment, the way Giese relates to 
council as an individual is a sig¬ 
nificant factor.” In addition, he 
sees Giese's relationship to his 
staff as an important factor in 
attracting high quality employ¬ 
ees. “The fact that Greenbelt 
would score very high marks a- 
mong municipalities of similar 
size," he speculates, “has an up¬ 
ward spiralling effect." 

“Keeping a low profile is one 
of the traits of city managers,” 
comments Daily, “Those that are 
thought of as good managers do 
that, in my opinion." 

“But Jim does it to a greater 
extent than others," says Pien¬ 
dak. We're human. We like 
“praise, platitudes and recogni¬ 
tion for achievement. But with 
Jim, if he knows he is doing a 
good job, that’s his satisfaction.” 

Giese is “competent and very 
able in his work, a stickler for 
detail” says Piendak, who also 
lists “sense of humor" and 
“openness” as important charac¬ 
teristics. 

“Meticulous," says Shore, “he 
really digs into things. When I 
review a long report or the coun¬ 
ty budget, I look at it broad 
brush and then zero in on some 
specific problems, but Jim digs 
into the whole thing." 

“Only a few days after Park 
and Planning’s budget is re¬ 
leased, he'll call and ask me 
what I think about a detail on 
page 92, Giese is very thor¬ 
ough,” echoes Brunner. “You 
can see his mark in the reports 
and budgets that Greenbelt puts 
out." 

Shore points to Giese's con¬ 
siderable knowledge “of how to 
administer to the needs of his 
city—everything from street re¬ 
pair to getting along with peo¬ 
ple." 

Schwan calls Giese “the best 
manager I have known. Not just 
city manager, manager of any¬ 
thing.” 

“The employees like him very 
much," says soft-spoken Doris 
Cottington, Giese's personal sec¬ 
retary from December 1962 to 
January 1974, when she retired. 

Cottington lists integrity first 
among his attributes, “He tried 
to see all sides. I always 
thought he was very fair,” she 
adds. “He gets co-operation 
from the staff. At first he is a 
little bit reserved. If you know 
him, he's not that way at all. 

“I think he had a soft spot for 
the children of staff members 
who would come into the office; 
he never objected to a child cal¬ 
ling a parent at work," she re¬ 
calls. “I always respected him.” 

“Low profile, not flamboyant, 
maybe tenacious," Shore search¬ 
es for the right words, then 
laughing, says: “He sure is not 
a pushy type. Jim is a loyal and 
trusted friend." 

Respect and esteem from his 
peers is one measure of a man. 
Another is what he hangs on his 
office walls. Of the items Giese 
has selected, one plaque details 
the very high standards of the 
City Management Code of Ethics, 
a second tells of his membership 
in ICMA's Academy for Profes¬ 
sional Development; the third, 
recently added, from the Prince 
Georges Municipal Association, 
makes note of his 20 years of 
outstanding service in the coun¬ 
ty.

Spring. Then you can reverse the procedure and use your outside 
spigot as you need it. 

Mark the control valve, so that you can repeat this next year 
easily.

WHEREAS, on December 17, 1982, City Manager James K.

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The Secret Is Out: 

Seafood Place Is Great

Greenbelters, rejoice! A truly 
civilized seafood restaurant has 
opened in our midst, although in 
such an unlikely location that its 
name, Chef's Secret, is indeed 
appropriate. Imagine an intimate 
candlelit atmosphere—dark green 
walls, wood, brass, discreetly 
placed mirrors, interesting art 
on the walls, a vase of fresh or¬ 
chids on every table—against an 
industrial backdrop of lumber¬ 
yards, dump trucks, and piles of 
gravel. Chef's Secret, at 5810 
Greenbelt Road, opened last Sep¬ 
tember in that box-like building 
just beyond Beltway Plaza and 
before Greenbelt Road rises to 
cross the railroad tracks, where 
several restaurants have opened 
and closed in recent years. 

The menu features a variety 
of fresh seafood, mostly served 
broiled or en papillote, and the 
style is continental without be¬ 
ing heavy. The owner, Boony 
Sarintra, who with his wife and 
brother runs the restaurant, be¬ 
lieves in offering food that is 
natural, healthful, and on the 
light side. Very little frozen food 
is used, and then only when it is 
preferable to the fresh food cur¬ 
rently available in the markets. 

Boony's experience in serving 
the public began in the kitchen 
of a famous hotel in Bangkok 
at the age of 17, Subsequently 
he worked in the Austrian Em¬ 
bassy and at the Pisces Club. His 
brother was for four years the 
cook of Kurt Waldheim, Secre¬ 
tary-General of the United Na¬ 
tions. One of the desserts, the 
Raspberry Pavlova, a fluffy me¬ 
lange of pineapple and cream on 
a meringue base, topped with 
raspberry syrup, was a favorite 
of Waldheim's. 

On a recent Saturday evening, 
the broiled sea bass was moist 
and tender, the Brochette of Sea¬ 
food with Herbs (a highly rec¬ 
ommended combination of fish 
and shellfish) was excellent, and 
the Veal Marsala toothsome in a 
pleasant mushroom sauce which 
could perhaps have been a trifle 
less thick. 

Steak, chicken and veal are 
available for those misguided 
souls in your party who don’t 
like fish.) 

We were assured by friends at 
a nearby table that the Broiled 
Fresh Sea Scallops were good 
and the Fresh Salmon with crab- 
meat “exquisite.” Among the ap¬ 
petizers, we can recommend the 
Artichoke with Shrimp and the 
New England Clam Chowder. 

Entrees are served with vege¬ 
tables (we enjoyed the lightly- 
cooked mixture of eggplant and 
squash) and a house salad (the 
creamy dressing was a bit 
bland). The texture of the French 
bread left something to be de¬ 
sired. j 

Desserts are displayed tempt¬ 
ingly on a white draped table 
near the entrance, and they are 
good. The Fresh Raspberries Sa- 
bayon is highly recommended, if 
it happens to be available when 
you are there. Ours had been 
flown in from New Zealand. The 
Pavlova and the home-made 
Black Forest Cake are not to be 
overlooked. 

Prices are surprisingly rea¬ 
sonable, ranging from $7-$15 for 
main dishes, $1-S3 for appetizers 
and soups. Desserts are S1.50 
and under. As yet the restaurant 
is licensed to sell only beer. 

Service was good the two 
nights we were there, exeept that 
the young man who refilled our 
water glasses seemed unable to 
reach across a booth for four 
without requesting assistance. 

Chef's Secret is open for lunch 
and dinner, and the telephone 
number is 345—6101. This is 
among the finest seafood res¬ 
taurants in the county.
